During the course of the investigation of 
— FRANK PETER BALISTRIERI (MI 94-316), it has become evident 
that FRANK BALISTRIERI and not PETER, his brother, is the true 
owner of the Centre Stage Dinner Playhouse, 624 North 2nd 
Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. A review of Milwaukee County 
Civil Case #C71450, which was a law suit brought by Jackie 
Bright Productions of New York City against FRANK BALISTRIERI, 
indicated that Judge GERLACH decided that FRANK BALISTRIERI 


was the owner of r Playhouse based on 
his dealings with ie Bright 
Productions, 850 Venue, New YOrK. contended 


that he negotiated the contract of Barefoot in the Park 
with FRANK BALISTRIERI exclusively and that he never met 
PETER BALISTRIERI. In addition] 7 contended that 
FRANK BALISTRIERI had told him a e was the owner of 
the Centre Stage at tbe time of negotiations. 


On 11/10/75, Judge GERLACH entered a judgment 
and ordered FRANK BALISTRIERI to pay Jackie Bright Productions
